‘Planned For Years Ahead 


“Could it happen in Upland?” 
might well be asked by anyone 
who has read “Defense Comes to 
; Our Town”, by Lowell Clucas in 
the last Saturday Evening Post, 
telling about the boom in Starke, 
Florida. 

Upland grew 34 per cent in 
population during the last ten 
years. But. what if it should 
grow 200 per cent over night! 

The unpreparedness of small 
communities for the influx of large 
scale defense developments is 
something for every community to 
consider these days. Hinesville, 
Georgia, is another example of 
the small. town which lacked a 
long-range program of city plan- 
ning, zoning and enabling legisla- 
tion to enable it to control a 


|national defense boom. 


CAN UPLAND TAKE IT? 


Upland is not faced with that 
Same immediate problem, but it 
might be interesting to know just 
how and for what Upland is pre- 
pared. After all, what might hap- 
pen if a defense development were 
dropped in Upland’s lap? Upland 
«loes not éxpect such a thing, but 
neither did these other towns a 
little over six months ago. 

Questioned on this point of pre- 
paredness, City Manager R. G. 
Manley estimated that Upland 
utilities and facilities could han- 
dle a 100. per cent increase in 
population without flinching. This 
is how well Upland has builded 
for a future of normal growth. It

UPLAND CAN GROW 

Compared with Starke, Florida, 
and Hinesville, Georgia, towns 
which had no plan or prepara- 
tion beyond their immediate need, 
Upland is in a Jood position. It 
may not in all probability need 
to assume a sudden overload, but, 
at least, Upland has jooked to the 
future.

Winter Snows On 


Baldy Hold Ample 


Summer Water Supply In Deep Dnifts 


Although spring quickening 
warms Upland and the valley, win- 
ter ig still in the saddle back in 
the mountains not far removed 
from this verdant scene. 

Of this there is still ample re- 
minder in the sight of the neigh- 
boring mountains which still lift 
their crests in lacy mantilla-like 
coverings of snow caps. On the 
north side, the snows lie much 
deeper and far down shaded slopes 
into protecting canyons. 

RANGER’S VIEW 

A comprehensive picture of the 
winter fastness which still dwells 
behind the ridge was brought out 
by C. E. Huse of Camp Baldy 
guard station, Mr. Huse made a 
ski trek Saturday into the winter 
realm as far as Kellys Kamp. 
There he found winter still in full 
possession. 

Kellys Kamp he found conspi- 
cuous because of its absence from 


view. Only five of the 15 build- | 


ing in the camp were partly visible 
above the snow which lay about 
15 feet deep there. 
WATER FOR SUMMER 
Of notable interest to growers 
and ranchers will be Mr. Huse’s 
report of snow pack conditions. 
Bleak as they may now appear, 
the deep drifts hold a supply of 
summer ‘wealth for the valley. 
Contrasted with the snow pack 
in 


| depth, this year’s pack, neverthe- 


less, is a wetter snow and holds a 
greater water content. It will 
release more water than the 1988 
pack, and its thawing will insure 
@ good water table here below, 
measurable in terms of years. 

With a normal thaw, snow on 
| the north slopes at Kellys Kamp 
should last until July or August, 
Mr. Huse said. Drifts there in 
the neighborhod of Henry Del- 
ker’s camp, he said, reached depths 
}of 30 and 40 feet, covering large 
. trees 


FOLLOWS WINTER TRAD. 

Following the ski-by-ski prog- 

ress of Mr. Huse’s trek into win- 
terland is intersting. It gives an 
idea of a climate just a few miles 
away in the mountains which 
might, for all it is felt here, be 
;@ thousand miles away. 
: Leaving Camp Baldy guard 
Station at 8:30 a.m. with the tem- 
perature at 38 degrees, Mr. Huse 
left his car at Chapman’s Ice 
House canyon resort. The temper- 
ature had dropped to 35 there. 
| Carrying his skis, for there was 
no snow yet, he set out up the 
| trail, reaching Cliff Plank’s Trail 
Inn at 9:30 at a temperature still 
going down at 32 degrees. 

Skis were in order from Trail 
jInn, with snow increasing in 
depth rapidly. Half a mile above 
the inn, he skirted the edge of a 
30-foot-deep snow avalanche which
